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Governor Williams Activates 
Department Of Health Services 


Most of the programs and activ- 
ities assigned by the Legislature to 
the State Department ‘of Health 
Services have been transferred from 
their previous agencies to the new 
Department. 


Governor Jack Williams has sign- 
ed executive orders effecting the 
transfers of the Arizona Health 
Planning Authority, State Depart- 
ment of Health, Arizona Pioneer’s 
Home, State Hospital for Disabled 
miners, and Anatomy Board. 


The remaining agencies are tenta- 
tively set for transfer May 1. They 
are the Arizona State Hospital and 
the Crippled Children’s Services. 

Legislative Action 

The Department of Health Serv- 
ices was created last year by the 
Arizona Legislature through enact- 
ment of House Bill 2004. The 
legislation was one of a series of 
actions by the lawmakers during 
the past several years to reorganize 
state government to make it more 
responsive to changing needs and 
problems. 

In the health field the problems 
have included the high cost of

health care. The explosive growth 
in technical knowledge has also 
placed greater demands on the 
present systems that provide health 
Services. 

Such progress has brough in- 
creased consumer expectations, and 
demands by those same consumers 
that they take part in planning 
health programs. 

The Department of Health Serv- 
ices has been organized to meet 
these and other needs spelled out 
in the enabling legislation. 

Organization of the Department 
into operating units has been a first 
order of business. ‘

Organizational Accent Is On Team Approach 


Dr. James L. Schamadan, director 
of the new agency describes the 
philosophy behind the organiza- 
tional arrangements. Along the way, 
he cites some pitfalls to be avoided. 

“Some of the old organizational 
approaches no longer work,” he 
explains. ‘““For example, in govern- 
ment the approach too often has 
been to set up operating units to 


conform with the categorical pro- 
grams supported by the federal 
government. In the beginning it 
made sense to zero in on a single 
disease category, and to set up units 
to support such ‘single problem’ 
campaigns. But the big picture of 
health needs has changed, particu- 
larly in the area of the communi-

APHA Chief Praises 
New Department For 
Its Team Approach 


Harold Woodward, president of 
the Arizona Public Health Associa- 
tion has praised officials of the new 
Department of Health Services for 
its team approach in tackling in- 
dividual and groups of “people 
problems” and concerns. Depart- 
ment policy indicates the teams will 
include Department staff, profes- 
sionals and specialists from the 
private and voluntary health sectors, 
and concerned consumers. 


Woodward has appointed a lia- 
ison group to offer assistance to the 
Department in various problem 
areas. The Association’s member- 
ship combines individuals and agen- 
cies from the public, private and 
voluntary health sectors, and in- 
cludes a majority of the health and 
medical disciplines. In recent years 
the group has promoted and sup- 
ported preventive health programs, 
family planning, health education, 
the paramedic movement, and other 
programs and activities. 


The APHA liaison unit will in- 
clude representatives from the or- 
ganization’s various sections. 


Director Meets With 
Local Health Chiefs 


Dr. James L. Schamadan, direct- 
or, Department of Health Services 
met with Arizona’s local health 
officers March 8 at the Maricopa 
County Hospital to review problems 
and concerns common to both state 
and county health agencies. 

The Arizona Association of 
County Health Officers was organ- 
ized in 1967 to promote coordina- 
tion of health programs and efforts. 

The state health agency provides 
various kinds of assistance and sup- 
port to local health departments.

cable diseases. Meanwhile, we seem 
to have inherited some new prob- 
lems. We should have been shifting 
our priorities and resources — 
money, man-power, organizational 
set-ups — to keep pace with the 
changing problem picture. Unfor- 
tunately, we’ve been slow to change 
_ direction.” 

Dr. Schamadan said the Depart- 
ment has been organized to facil- 
itate the team approach in tackling 
individual or even related groups 
of “‘people problems” and concerns. 
Department staff will provide the 
starting point for putting together 


teams that will include professionals 
and specialists from the private and 
voluntary health sectors, and con- 
cerned consumers. 

He said while the public-volun- 
tary team approach is not new, the 
unification of most state-level 
health programs under one admin- 
istrative roof will enable a more 
effective application of this ap- 
proach. He added that from the 
standpoint of need, the timing 
couldn’t be more favorable. 

““There’s a greater need than ever 
before to integrate health, social 
and other services in combinations 
more effective in meeting the so- 
called people problems,” he ex- 


plained. “Such problem groups in- 
clude alcoholics, drug abusers, the 
aged, mentally retarded, the mental- 
ly and emotionally ill, medically 
indigent and others. Some of the 
private and voluntary programs are 
ahead of the public programs. I 
think this advantage is due in part 
to citizen involvement. No govern- 
ment agency by itself could have 
launched such successful programs 
as the well established Alcoholics 
Anonymous, or the more recent 
Phoenix-based CODAC which has 
already won national acclaim. We 
want to learn from such success 
stories, and help bring future pro- 
gress.” 


Major Divisions Built Along Functional Lines 


The Department Organization is 
basically along functional lines, and 
includes the Office of the Director, 
two staff divisions, and four operat- 
ing divisions, each headed by an 
assistant director. The staff units 
include a Division of Administration 
and Industry Affairs, and a Division 
of Planning and Research. 

The organizational arrangements 
are designed to group related activ- 
ities, and to enable staff coopera- 
tion on projects that concern more 
than one organizational unit. 

For example, the state plan for 
health facilities will be developed 
and produced in the Division of 
Planning and Research. The plan 
will provide the guiding framework 
needed to administer the Hill-Burt- 
on Hospital Survey and Construc- 
tion Program, a responsibility of 
the Division of Administration and 
Industry Affairs. 

Similarly, it is anticipated that 
some preventive programs will re- 
quire participation of perhaps sever- 
al of the major administrative units. 


Office Of The Director 


The Office of the Director pro- 
vides executive leadership for the 
Department, and develops state gov- 
ernment policy in the health field. 
It establishes program priorities and 
makes recommendations as to the 
use of resources available for health 
services. The Office also maintains 
working relationships with the Of- 
fice of the Governor, Legislature 


and other departments of state 
government. 

The director recruits, appoints 
and gives general direction to the 
assistant directors, and provides 
leadership in implementing and eval- 
uating Department programs. 

The Office of the Director in- 
cludes a Deputy Director who as- 
sists in those functions, and who 
shares in the day-to-day operation 
of the Department. 

Units within the Office of the 
Director include legislative liaison, 
legal services, public information, 
and the several advisory and other 
boards and councils that assist the 
Department. 


Division Of Administration 
And Industry Affairs 

The Division of Administration 
and Industry Affairs will carry out 
the general and financial adminis- 
tration for the Department, and 
perform the regulatory, licensing 
and related functions that affect 
the health industry in Arizona. 

Among the latter responsibilities 
is development and administration 
of a program of uniform accounting 
procedures and for the review of 
rates charged by health facilities. 
This activity is mandated by House 
Bill 2008 enacted by the Legislature 
last year. The program provides a 
practical tool for evaluating the cost 
of health care and for helping de- 
termine whether the best use is 
being made of existing health 


resources. 

Other industry matters assigned 
to this division include licensing and 
certification of the health facilities, 
and administration of the survey 
and construction program relating 
to the federal Hill-Burton project 
that makes funds available for con- 
struction and development of vari- 
ous types of health facilities. 

Such Industry Affairs activities 
will be conducted with the coopera- 
tion and advice of health industry 
representatives, and the consumer 
public. 

Division Of 
Planning And Research 

The Division of Planning and 
Research combines under one unit 
comprehensive with program plan- 
ning and liaison. A third responsi- 
bility, health information, will in- 
volve the collection, storage and re- 
trieval of data needed for planning 
and related activities. It is anticipat- 
ed that the health information pro- 
gram will also serve private and 
voluntary health related agencies 
and facilities. . 

The Division is responsible for 
developing a state comprehensive 
health plan, and for keeping it re- 
sponsive to changing needs and 
problems. The planning responsibil- 
ity includes providing assistance and 
support to area health planning 
councils in their development of 
local health plans. The unit will

House Bill 2004 enacted by the 
Legislature last year transferred health 
planning from the Arizona Health Plan- 
ning Authority to the new Department. 


Representing the Department in the 
day-long series of frank discussions were 
Dr. James L. Schamadan, director;

Shanks, assistant director for administra- 
tion and industry affairs; and members 
of the health planning staff. They out- 
lined a policy of continued technical 
and other support for the local councils; 
and greater local participation in the 
beginning stages of state comprehensive 


plans and reports.

for Health Services. A current relat- 
ed activity is to provide assistance 
to the local planning agencies in 
establishing health service regions 
and other concepts basic to the 
Arizona Plan. 

Division staff will also support 


the Department’s operating units in’ 


developing the operational plans 
they need for carrying out health 
programs and services. 

Division Of 
Environmental Health Services 
The Division of Environmental 

Health Services conducts three basic 
programs. These include sanitation, 
water quality control, and air pol- 
lution. Major sanitation activities 
include pure food control, solid 
waste disposal, milk and food sani- 
tation, and bedding inspection. The 


Division assists county health de- 
partments on request. 

The water quality control pro- 
gram involves review and approval 
of proposed plans and specifications 
for construction or extension of 
water supplies and of public and 
semi-public.swimming pools, inspec- 
tion of public water supplies, and 
analysis of proposed sources of 
domestic water to determine con- 
formity to established standards. 

The Division’s air pollution con- 
trol program is based on the man- 
date to carry out the requirements 
of the Federal Air Quality Act of 
1967. The Division coordinates a 
statewide program to control and 
abate existing and future sources of 
pollution. It collects and interprets 
air pollution data; and establishes 
air pollution control districts; and 
develops air quality, emissions, and

pollutants standards. 
Division Of 
Behavioral Health Services 

The Division of Behavioral Health 
Services combines the mental health 
and addictive behavior programs of 
the former State Department of 
Health with the Arizona State 
Hospital. 

This Division will plan, develop, 
coordinate and administer compre- 
hensive mental health programs in 
Arizona. In accordance with the 
provisions of the 1963 Federal 
Comprehensive Mental Health Cent- 
ers Construction Act, the Division 
will administer funds provided for 
construction and staffing of com- 
munity mental health centers. This 
responsibility includes development 
of standards for mental health facil- 
ities, programs and services. It also

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Health Services Staff Is Taking Shape 


Dr. James L. Schamadan has 
announced a number of key ap- 
pointments to the staff of the 
Department of Health Services. 

The appointees come from the 
private sector of the health field, 
from industry, and from agencies 
included in the new Department by 
House Bill 2004. 

Governor Williams appointed Dr. 
Schamadan director effective Janu- 
ary 1. It is the second time within 
a two-year period that Dr. Scham- 
adan, who is both a physician and 
a professional engineer, has been 
assigned to organize and operate a 
new state agency.
